A 
second crewman is missing.

mand described as intense SAM 
and 
antiaircraft fire and

tacked the sites 
inside North 
Vietnam several times. 
At least four more of the 37

planes, 
which were in action from the 
time the fighter-bomber was 
shot dow’n shortly before noon 
Friday until 8:30 this morning 
The pilot, 
Maj. 
Robert E. 
Belli, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
Pa 
spent 
the 
time 
in 
jungled, 
mountainous terrain along the 
North Vietnamese-Laotian bor­ 
der. He suffered a broken left 
arm and torn lgaments of 
the 
right knee. 
Fighter-bombers 
roamed 
overhead during the night, giv­ 
ing him an umbrella of protec­ 
tion. Poor visibility^ forced a 
postponement of his pickup un­ 
til this morning. 
M. Sgt. Leon Fullwood, of 
Scott Air Force Base, 111., was 
lowered from a hovering rescue 
helicopter to pick up Belli. 
Belli was flown to his home 
base at Korat, Thailand, and 
was reported in good condition 
at a military hospital. 
It was one of the biggest res­ 
cue efforts of the Indochina 
w ar. Spokesmen described the 
region as a “ high-threat” area 
where North Vietnam has in­ 
creased its antiaircraft weapon­ 
ry in efforts to protect its Ho 
Chi Minh trail

blasted building with their bare 
hands, searching for survivors.

Mechanical shovels, mounted 
on bulldozers, were called in to 
search the debris for trapped 
victims. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T he 
largest tax bill in Ohio history 
got final approval in the Ohio 
House Friday and headed to­ 
ward signing into law by Gov. 
John J. Gilligan. 
The vote was 56-42. The bill 
passed the Senate Thursday 17- 
15. 
T h e 
Republican-controlled 
109th General Assembly gave 
Gilligan, 
a 
Democrat, 
some 
$790 million in new spending 
money for the biennium ending 
July I, 1973. 
The Ohio Department of Tax­ 
ation, an arm of the adminis­ 
tration, said the total new reve­ 
nue in a full biennium would 
amount to more than a $1 bib 
lion spending increase. 
The income tax, .5 to 3.5 per 
cent on personal earnings and 4 
to 8 per cent on corporation in­ 
come, is effective Jan. I. 
The bill is expected to raise 


$8.1 billion in both state and 
federal tax money over the rest 
of the biennium. The last budg­ 
et, which expired July I, was 
for $6.2 billion. 
The state has been without a 
permanent budget since July I. 
It has operated since that time 
on a series of eight interim 
budgets. 
A state income tax opponent, 
Rep. Robert E. Netzley, R-7 
Laura, said the $1,279 billion al­ 
location for welfare was more 
than the entire state budget six 
years ago. 
“We’re 
offering 
a 
blank 
check to the administration of 
over $1 billion,” he added. 
Gilligan had sought a $2.1 bil­ 
lion spending increase, including 
a $1.2 billion boost in welfare 
spending. 
Welfare expenditures, borne 
half by the federal government, 


totaled $873.9 million in the old 
biennium. 
O t h e r 
major 
new 
ex­ 
penditures levels: 
—A 35 per cent increase in 
expenditures for lower educa­ 
tion, up from $1.1 billion in 
1970-71 to $1.4 billion. 
—A $122.6 million increase in 
funds for higher education, up 
25 per cent over the $53.7 mil­ 
lion allocated in the old bien­ 
nium. 
Forty-three Democrats and 13 
Republicans, 
including 
House 
Speaker Charles F. Kurfess, R- 
4 Perrysburg, voted for the bill 
after more than four hours of 
floor debate. 
, 
Forty Republicans and two 
Democrats voted against it. 
Gilligan 
was 
not on 
hand 
when the bill passed, but his 
press secretary Robert Tenen* 
baum. said he would sign it 
“ Monday or Tuesday.”

Senate Fails To Override 


Nixon Veto Of Poverty Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen- 
aet Democrats have denounced 
President Nixon’s veto of the 
antipoverty bill as hysterical, 
but failed by seven votes in an 
effort to overturn the veto. 
The vote Friday night was 51 
to 36 in favor of overriding the 
veto. Fifty-eight were needed 
with 87 senators on hand. 
The result left the $6 billion 
bill, with its broad child devel­ 
opment and day-care provision, 
dead for this session. 
It would have extended an­ 
tipoverty 
programs 
for 
two 
years and authorized funding. 
But the programs will contin­ 
ue because Congress provided 
$741 million for the Office of 
Economic 
Opportunity, 
the 
chief poverty-fighting agency, 
in a supplemental money bill 
sent to Nixon also Friday. This 
will carry OEO through next 
June 30. 


Florida Abortion 


Law Overturned 


GALNESV1LLE, Fla. (A D - 
“ Gainesville may become the 
abortion 
capital of Florida,” 
said jubilant college editor Ron 
Sachs after a court overturned 
the state’s anti - abortion law 
and dismissed charges against 
him for publishing a list of re­ 
ferral services. 
Felony C o u r t of Records 
Judge Benjamin M. Tench held 
the 103-year-old Florida law un­ 
constitutional but said his ruling 
applied only to Alachua County. 
He dismissed charges of vio­ 
lating the abortion law against 
21-year-old Ronald Sachs of Mi­ 
ami, editor of the University of 
Florida student newspaper, The 
Alligator. 


Nixon's denunciation of the 
child care provision in his veto 
message and the Democrats’ 
bitter replies seem to leave 
little room for compromise in 
the 1972 session. 
The administration made it 
clear it prefers to deal with 
child care through a much less 
costly provision in the welfare 
reform bill. 
This bill passed the House in 
June and the Senate Finance 
Committee has said it will act 
on it early next year. 
It includes a section to pro­ 
vide day care for children of 
welfare mothers so they could 
take jobs. It would cost an esti­ 
mated $750 million a year com­ 
pared with $2 billion for the 
program in the vetoed bill. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., 
floor m anager for the vetoed 
measure, said there was noth­ 
ing in the bill that would wea­ 
ken the family relationship as 
Nixon’s veto message charged. 
Nixon opposed the child care 
provision because, he said, it 
would take the caring of chil­ 
dren away from the family.

Indian Army 
Push Continues 


Urge Pakistanis 
To Surrender

The Indian army claimed it 
smashed three strong pockets 
of Pakistani resistance in East 
Pakistan today and the Indian 
army commander broadcast a 
new surrender appeal to the 
Pakistani army. 
Indian soldiers were reported 
22 miles from the East Paki­ 
stani capital of Dacca on F ri­ 
day, with Pakistani forces fall­ 
ing back to defend the city. But 
Pakistan claimed all important 
towns in the East were under 
its control and that an Indian 
attack 
1.000 
miles 
away 
in 
Kashmir had been repulsed and 
300 Indian troops slain. 
Radio 
Pakistan said that Indian heli­ 
copters 
landed troops 
behind 
the lines at Khulna in East 
Pakistan today, but claimed the 
entire Indian force was wiped 
out by Pakistani troops aided 
by the local population. No cas­ 
ualty figures were given. 
I n d i a n 
political 
leaders 
reached 
agreement 
today on 
postponing state assembly elec­ 
tions because of the war. The 
elections, scheduled to be held 
in 14 of India’s 18 states, were 
postponed 
at 
the request of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
government. It is the first post­ 
ponement of an Indian election 
sice indfependence in 1947. 
Western 
diplomatic 
sources 
in New Delhi reported that an 
attem pt to evacuate nearly 500 
foreigners 
from 
Dacca 
was 
abandoned today following the 
Pakistani government’s refusal 
to permit a 
Canadian 
plane 
chartered by the United Na­ 
tions to land in the city. Three 
British planes also called off 
plans 
to evacuate 
foreigners 
from Dacca after what hap­ 
pened to the Canadian plane, 
airport

said. 
The 
diplomatic

said the Pakistanis had gone 
back on an earlier agreement 
to permit U N. planes to land in 
Dacca after making a technical 
stopover in Calcutta—a condi­ 
tion set by the Indians for call­ 
ing off bombing raids around 
Dacca.

Pakistani airport officials re ­ 
fused him clearance because he 
came from Indian territory.

The agreements, reached aft­ 
er 
months 
of 
often 
bitter 
wrangling, are part of a pack­ 
age implementing the Sept. 3 
accord among the United States 
Britain, Fiance and the Soviet 
Union over the status of Berlin. 
And, it paves the way for a 
final protocol among the Four 
Powers on the fate of the city 
they have ruled since the col­ 
lapse of the Third Reich at the 
end of World War ll. 
F’or those eligible for visits 
among the two million West 
Berliners, the inner city pact 
means that for the first time 
since tile 1961 Communist was 
sealed off their city they w ill be 
able to look forward to going 
east in a steady if restricted 
stream 
The agreement, however, still 
leaves 
the one million 
East 
Berliners shut in. 
Both of today’s agreements 
must still be approved by the 
Four Powers, but this is re­ 
garded as a formality. 
The 
agreement 
permitting 
unrestricted West German ac­ 
cess to Berlin was signed by 
West German state secretary 
Egon Buhr and Fast German 
State Secretary Michael Kohl. 
The Berlin Wall agreement 
was signed by Ulrich Mueller, 
West 
Berlin 
chancery 
chief, 
and Guenter Kohrt, an East 
German state secretary. 
Published versions of the offi­ 
cial 
text 
showed 
that while 
West Berliners will have per­ 
manent opportunity to visit the 
eastern portion of the city, the 
East 
Germans will 
exercise 
careful controls on travel to the 
west. 
Each eligible West Berliner 
may have 30 days a year of vis­ 
its to East Berlin or other parts 
of East Germany. But he may 
not use his car when going to 
East Berlin or to East Germa- 
ny unless he is traveling at 
least 62 miles into the coun­ 
tryside.

Not Drunk, 


Doctor Says 


YOUNGSTOWN, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
— Dr. David J. Levy testified 
in Municipal Court Friday that 
tests showed Jam es Anderson 
was not intoxicated when his 
car ran onto a sidewalk down­ 
town Nov. 12, killing seven per­ 
sons and injuring eight. 
The testimony at Anderson’s 
arraignment contradicted state­ 
ments by police describing An­ 
derson’s condition when he was 
arrested immediately after the 
accident. 
The arraignment was contin­ 
ued to Monday by Judge Jo­ 
seph J. Donofrio. 
Anderson. 30, of Youngstown, 
was charged Nov. IG with seven 
counts of first-degree vehicular 
homicide. 
Lt. Donald F. Koinara, depu­ 
ty chief of police, said at a 
news 
conference 
announcing 
the charges that laboratory and 
medical tests had shown that 
Anderson was intoxicated when 
his car ran out of control onto 
the sidewalk during the noon 
hour. He described Anderson as 
“ a confirmed alcoholic.” 
Dr, Levy testified that Ander­ 
son was coherent and there was 
no 
smell of 
alcohol 
on 
his 
breath when he examined him 
the first time in the city jail. He 
added that tests to determine if 
Anderson had been intoxicated 
were negative 
He said that when he exam ­ 
ined Anderson a second time in 
his cell he ordered him hospi­ 
talized after noting that he was 
“ acting unusual 
and 
frothing 
at the mouth.”

Our 
homemakers 
want to keep Christmas happy 
for all families, so they are 
endorcing this policy described 
by the National Safety Council. 
“According to the National 
Safety 
Council, 
alcohol 
con­ 
sumption is involved in ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent of the 
fatal accidents on our nation’s 
highways.” “There can be no 
doubt that a host who allows 
his guests to overdo it on the 
drinking is partially responsible 
for anything that happens to 
them because of it.” 
“First a Friend . . . Then a 
Host” is the nile to keep in 
mind when planning holiday 
parties this year. If alcoholic 
beverages 
are 
going 
to 
be 
s e r v e d , 
serve 
them 
in 
moderation. One drink, wait one 
bour before driving is the ad­ 
vice of the National Safety 
Council. 
How does a host follow’ this 
policy without seeming a wet 
blanket, spoil sport, or gaining 
the reputation of being stingy 
with his liquor stock? Following 
are a few suggestions: 
I. 
H a v e 
non-alcoholic 
beverages available for the final 
“one for the road.” (remember, 
coffee does nothing to sober you 
up; only time does that.) 


2. Always respect tile wishes 
of any guest who says, “no 
thanks” to the offer a final 
drink, or who says, “I’ll just 
have coffee.” Never — but 
never — press liquor on a guest 
who is going to drive. 
3. Encourage the “one-for- 
one” idea; 
one hour before 
driving for each drink, or no 
more than one drink an hour 
for a driver. And watch the 
double shots — actually two 
drinks. 
4. Make it a part of your 
entertainment pattern to “.close 
the bar” an hour or so before 
guests are expected to leave Do 
it, though, without any “Ups 
that touch liquor will never 
touch mine" preaching. Just 
make it casually clear that this 
is the way things are done at 
your house. 
5. If worse comes to worst 
(and it might) and you know 
that someone has had too much 
to drink too late, turn on the 
diplomatic 
charm. 
Suggest, 
tactfully, 
a car pool 
w i t h 
another guest who is driving. 
Or arrange transportation 
by 
taxi, 
Have 
a 
Happy 
Holiday 
Season, but make sure it doesn’t 
end in trigedy. No amount of 
law enforcement will keep all 
of the drunk drivers off the 
road, but “as a host, you can 
help make sure they don’t end 
up there to the first place.”

Because 
farmers responded by planting

in the corn prices. 
The purchase operation will 
firm up farm prices and will 
provide reserve stocks to meet 
domestic requirements during 
periods of short supply. This 
action 
combined 
with

a l r e a d y 
strengthened 
and 
broadened 
commodity 
loan 
program as well as the recent 
large sale of U.S. corn to the 
Soviet Union gives fanners a 
wide choice of alternatives in 
handling 
and 
marketing this 
year’s corn crop. 
Secretory Butz 
pointed out 
that record quantities of corn 
are going under loan earlier in 
the season this year than ever 
before. A preliminary report 
indicates that nearly 240 million 
bushels of 1971-crop corn had 
gone 
under 
loan 
through 
November 26. This is more than 
times the previous record 
amount of corn put under loa 
from the beginning of harvest 
through November. Additional 
extensive 
use 
of 
the 
loan 
program by farmers will con­ 
tinue the advance in corn prices 
which has been underway for 
the past two weeks. 
While 
the 
purchases 
an­ 
nounced 
will 
be 
at 
market 
prices, specific amounts to be 
purchased and prices to be paid 
will 
be 
a 
continuing 
deter­ 
mination. The bid invitation is 
being sent to interested persons 
this week-end from the Kansas 
City ASCS Commodity Office 
which will handle the details of 
the corn purchase operation.

Don t Let Lime Leave Your Fields Unnoticed

your fields. But ifs a story 
many farmers don’t understand, 
says R. Hunter Follett, Ex- 
tension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. 
A properly Mined field will not 
stay that way became el the 
processes acting on, or taking 
place, 
to, 
the 
soil, 
the 
a g r o n o m i s t explains. For 
example, lime 
is 
oar 
meet 
important source of caldim 
md 
magnesium 
for 
crop 
growth. 
When 
crepe 
are 
removed from the soil, they 
remove 
nutrients 
such 
as 
calcium and magnesium. This 
loss of lime by crop removal 
varies with the crop and yield, 
he adds. 
Lime is also lost through 
erosion and leaching. 
When a 
soil erodes, usually by water 
runoff, it carries calcium and 
magnesium 
with 
it, 
thus 
reducing the amounts of these 
elements left for crop use or 
to maintain a desirable soil pH. 
When water percolates down 
through 
the soil, 
dissolved 
nutrients are carried with it. 
This is called leaching and 
occurs primarily on 
sandier 
soils. I/Cach water can carry 
nutrients out a drain tile or into 
the soil below the root zone. 
• * * 
ANOTHER need for lime is 
caused by 
acid-forming 
fer­ 
tilizers — 
mainly 
nitrogen. 
Agronomists estimate that it 
tokes 5 pounds of limestone to 
neutralize I pound of element'll 
nitrogen from anhydrous am­ 
monia. urea and 
ammonium 
nitrate It tokes IO pounds of 
limestone to neutralize I pound 
of 
elemental 
nitrogen 
from 
ammonium 
sulfate. 
But just 
because nitrogen ’owers the soil 
pH. don't stop using it: add 
enough lime to balance its ef­ 
fect. Dr. Follett urges. 
Another benefit of lime is that 
it increases bacterial activity, 
thus helping to maintain the 
uctiv'* breakdown of organic 
matter, such as corn stalks. 
Nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria 
like 
those found 
in the roots of 
soybeans 
ami 
alfalfa 
also 
depend on a desirable pH level 
and adequte calcium. 
Lime reduces the solubility 
and toxicity of certain elements 
such as aluminum, manganese 
and iron, which can reduce 
plant growth under acid con­ 
ditions. 
One of lime’* biggest con- 
tribntions is that of making 
other nutrients more available. 
At the pH range of 1.5 to 7,

He 
e x p l a i n s that agronomists 
And So It Grows

Those strawberries 
can be 
mulched now that the ground 
is frozen. Apply about six inches 
of clean straw mulch over the 
berry plants to protect them the 
balance of the winter. Freezing 
and 
thawing 
damages 
such 
plants, but will be reduced 
considerably 
wita 
a 
straw 
mulch. 
Rake or pull straw into row 
middles next spring when plants 
begin to grow. 


Dwarf 
fruit 
trees 
have 
shallow root systems and must 
be staked to prevent hard winds 
blowing them over. Even a back 
and forth movement of the tree 
crown and trunk tends to loosen 
and damage the root system. 
Shade trees that have not had 
time to establish themselves 
need stoking, too. One stake is 
usually enough for a small tree. 
Two are needed for larger, 
taller trees. You might prefer 
the tree stake, guy wire system. 
Regardless of the system you 
use, be sure the tree is tied 
down so it doen’t whip back 
and forth, loosening the root 
system. 


What 
do you 
know about 
m i s t l e t o e , 
a 
traditional

cording to history, mistletoe, a 
parasitic plant found growing on 
trees, is 
steeped 
in 
ancient 
t r a d i t i o n . 
Scandinavian 


mythology relates how the plant 
must always be suspended to 
order to serve as an instrument 
for good, since its earlier use 
had been one of destruction. 
Thus, 
when hung from 
the 
ceiling, members of the opposite 
sexes passing under it gave one 
another a kiss of peace and 
love. With the Druids, this plant 
was especially sacred lf found 
on an oak, and it was cut with 
great ceremony. Mistletoe was 
also used as a cure-all for many 
Uls. 
As decorations 
for homes, it 
was always hung, and together 
with holly and other greens 
provided shelter for the sylvan 
spirits in winter. For centuries 
in many parts of Europe, rem­ 
nants of these ancient beliefs 
have lived on and the peasants 
cherished the occasions 
when 
they gathered the mistletoe. It 
Is referred to as 
“bringing 
borne Christmas,” that pleasant 
pastime 
of gathering greens, 
cones and berries for holiday 
decoration. 


The poinsettia is a native 
plant of Central America. It is 
p o p u l a r 
as a Christmas 
decoration because the flaming 
star of its red bracts resembles 
the star of Bethlehem. The 
poinsettia was named after Dr. 
Joel Roberto Poinsett (1851), 
who served as United States 
Ambassador 
to Mexico. Upon 
his return in 1929 be brought 
the flower with him to his home 
to South Carolina, where it 
flourished.

Looks Today 


OHIO WEATHER SUMMARY 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Following is the official weath­ 
er summary for Ohio from the 
National Weather Service: 
Springlike weather ended last 
night as colder air swept across 
the Buckeye state on the heels 
of 
a fast moving low pressure 
arca coming up from the lower 
Mississippi Valley across the 
Great Lakes and into Canada. 
After record breaking high 
tem peratures over nearly all of 
Ohio on Friday, the mercury 
tumbled into the 30s and low 
40s in the predawn hours Satur­ 
day morning. Skies had already 
cleared over much of the state 
and 
winds, 
which 
had 
been 
very strong and blustery, had 
subsided slightly. 
High tem peratures on Friday 
were in the middle 60s to th# 
middle 70s with light amounts 
of precipitation reported gener­ 
ally across the state. In con­ 
trast, todays weather will be 
sunny, but 20 to 30 degrees 
cooler with high readings con­ 
fined mostly to the 40s with 
possibly a few highs in the low 
50s along the Ohio River in ex­ 
trem e southern sections of the 
state. Winds will continue to ta­ 
per off to more normal levels. 
Another weak storm center 
will approach and pass across 
Ohio tomorrow, producing some 
cloudiness but little or no pre­ 
cipitation. 
Tem peratures 
will 
level off temporarily on Sun­ 
day, then continue to fall fol­ 
lowing the passage of this next 
storm and its associated cold 
front. Seasonably cold weather 
is expected through the middle 
of this coming week.

“ We 
see 
no 
real 
overall 
storage problem even with the 
large com crop. There may be 
regional 
storage 
difficulties, 
particularly where strikes have 
halted shipments, but we should 
be able to hold our grain in 
storage until it is needed,” Mr. 
Stump said. 
In areas where a shortage of 
grain storage space does occur, 
efforts will be made by ASCfc 
to help farm ers find another 
storage point so they can place 
their grain undfcr loan and not 
have to sell it on a depressed 
market. The program will be 
in effect as long as there is 
a d e q u a t e 
storage 
space 
available along the route that 
the grain normally would follow 
to a market outlet, Mr. Stump 
explained. 
The 
program 
for 
recon- 
centration of grain helps com 
growers obtain loans in areas 
which ASCS State and County 
Committees have designated as 
“ storage shortage” areas. When 
space is available along normal 
destination routes, county ASCS 
offices will Issue instructions to 
eligible farm ers to take their 
corn to the local elevator. The 
producer can get a loan 
at the 
local county rate for warehouse- 
stored loans. Commodity Credit 
Corporation will then ship the 
com 
in 
the 
line of normal 
movement, at no cost to the 
producer, to a location where 
it can be stored. 
Another 
beneficial 
program 
change was the lowering of the 
loan interest rate on loans for 
farm 
storge 
facilities and 
drying equipment — to six per 
cent from V/t per cent. So far 
this 
year, 
19 
farm ers 
in 
Pickaway County have applied 
for storage facility loans which 
helped them to build on-farm 
storage structures. 
Nationally, the facility loan 
program in the past two seasons 
has helped provide an additional 
86 million bushels of on-farm 
storage, plus a good deal of 
drying and handling equipment. 
Also, to the past year, CCC 
grain bins with a total storage 
capacity 
of over 
70 
million 
bushels have been auctioned off 
— with most of the sales going 
to farm ers. 
These announcements, along 
with tile decision to extend the 
m aturity dates on 1969, 1970 and 
1971-crop farm stared com loans 
from July 31, 1972 until May 
31, 1973, brighten the outlook 
for com growers across the 
nation by giving them the op­ 
tions of storing, selling or re­ 
sealing their com crops, Stump 
said.

The decision by the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court in Cincinnati Oct. 15 
has opened the voting rolls to

The appeal by Ohio Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown has filed 
in the Cincinnati federal court 
Thursday.

permanent home in their col- 
ege town or city as a require­ 
ment of registration was “a dif­ 
ferent and onerous test” not re 
quired of non-students.

As reworked during its four- 
month journey through Con­ 
gress, the bill gives more tax 
cuts to individuals and fewer to 
corporations than Nixon origi­ 
nally sought. 
Among other things, the bill: 
—Boosts the 1971 individual 
personal income tax exemption 
from $650 to $675 this year and 
to $750 in 1972. 
—Provides a 7 per cent tax 
credit for businesses and a 4 
per cent credit for public utili­ 
ties on new machinery. 
—Provide for working par­ 
ents to deduct up to $4,800 a 
year for day care of a child or 
disabled spouse, wrhich can be 
taken by families with a total 
income of not over $18,000 a 
year.

California Court 


Reopens Question 


Of Death Penalty 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
California Supreme Court will 
reopen on Jan. 6 the question of 
whether the death penalty is 
unconstitutional without waiting 
any longer for the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court to rule on it. 
There has been a moratorium 
on executions in the United 
States-the last one was In Colo­ 
rado’s gas chamber on June 2, 
1967-pending a U.S. Supreme 
Court 
review 
of 
the 
con­ 
stitutionality of the death penal­ 
ty. 
Like one case now awaiting 
the nation’s highest court, the 
main issue to be argued before 
the 
California 
court in 
the 
cases 
of 
two 
murderers 
is 
whether the death penalty is 
unconstitutionally cruel and un­ 
usual punishment. 
That case before the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court was to have been 
heard this fall, but was delayed 
by the resignations of Justices 
Hugo L. Black and John M.
